This is a 
highly contagious and rapidly fa- 
tal disease which appears among 
quail in America from lime to 
time, and it has recently devel- 
oped in a sliipinent (if bow whites 
received from Mexico. Several 
of the l)irds arc under observation 
at the Divi'^ioii of Pathology, U. 
S. Department of. Agriculture, in 
the hope that preventive nieans 
may be found to protect the birds. 

1 lie disease was recognized in 
1*306. It'-was 'fouiui that the quail 
snttered from a virulent intestinal 
disordei: caused by the develop- 
ment of bacillus coli, an organism 
always present in llic bird's sys- 
tem. 'J he pl4gue is closely akiu 
to the "grouse disease" which at 
irregular intervals ravages luuo- 
pean cov» r^, and is of such abrupt 
nature that is is difificult for path- 
olr.oists to' make satisfactory ob- 
servatioiX. 

It is believed that it occurs 
most frequently where the birds 
are living under imusual Ci>ndi- 
tions in conljn.'d spaces or crowd- 
ed areas. Tins ]>eli('f is based on 
tlic kiKiwledg^ iliat birds for im- 
])i)ri into the United Slates from 
.Vley.ico are visited by the plague. 
The larger ])art of our live quail 
stork comes to us from across the 
border.
